Tokio, Feb. 4^-1 p.m.—Manchurian 
headquarters, telegraphing under the 
date of February 3rd, says: 

“On Thursday, February 2nd, the 
enemy’s artillery bombarded from sev¬ 
eral points on our right wing. Other¬ 
wise the situation is unchanged. 

“In the direction of our centre at 12.30 
on Friday morning, February 3rd, one 
company of the enemy's Infantry attack¬ 
ed our outposts from the Mukden road, 
and later another section was attacked 
in the neighborhood of Wanchiayuantau.

Dr. Young, M. P. P., of Ail in. who 
arrived in the :ity last night to attend 
the meeting of the legislature, in an in¬ 
terview this morning said that the past 
season in the Atlin camp has been a most 
encouraging one. The mining industry 
in the district has become more firmly 
established on a commercial basis, and 
the production of gold has in conse¬ 
quence been very steady. 

The total production for the camp dur¬ 
ing tbe past season is considerably in 
excess of that of the year preceding. In 
1903 the total output was put at some¬ 
thing between $400,000 and $500,000. 
Before Dr. Young came out he went fully 
Into tbe subject of the production for 
1904, and finds that it was considerably 
over the half million. He says a con¬ 
servative estimate of the production is 
$000,000. The banks alone bandied a 
round half million, and then there was 
the additional amounts brought out by 
tho operators. 

A feature in-connection with this in¬ 
creased production which the member for 
Atlin calls attention to. is the fact that 
it is due almost altogether to the indi¬ 
vidual miner. An impression, he says, 
prevails that Atlin is no longer a camp 
for the Individual miner. This, he says, 
is entirely wrong, and the results during 
the season just past prove that while the 
big companies lia re'done-a good business, 
the small miners who work individuali'y 
have had a .very prosperous year. 

These miners have passed the stage 
when the surface hydraulics are the only 
one* to be worked, and have operations 
advanced to such an extent that they are 
exploring okl beds which have proved 
very rich. 

The weather this winter has so far 
been very mild in Atlin, and the individu¬ 
al miners have been able to sluice right 
along past New Year. Drifting is in 
progress all winter, and the miners* 
prospects on the various creeks are ex¬ 
ceedingly bright. Among those who are 
striking it rich are Black and Grant, 
two Victorians who are working on 
Boulder creek. These. Dr. Young says, 
are taking out from $3,000 to $5,000 a 
month on their claims, which show up 
remarkably well. 

In his reference to the prosperity which 
is following the individual miners, the 
member for Atlin does notin any way at¬ 
tempt to depreciate the camp as a dis¬ 
trict for large corporations. These like¬ 
wise have had a good year on claims 
which could not otherwise be worked. 

The consolidated company on McKee 
creek, under the management of Mr. 
Hamsbaw, has beep enabled to pay a 
dividend this year. One feature in con¬ 
nection with Manager Ilamshaw's con¬ 
duct of the affaire which has had a good

We re¬ 
pulsed the brigade. 

“According to a reliable report, our 
picket, consisting of on officer and 28 
men, was surrounded near Hunnglnsh- 
ntxu Jan. Our picket resisted to the 
Inst, when most of the wounded sur¬ 
rendered. The enemy mutilated 1 all our 
wounded."

cross the son unmolested. This might 
happen—yet if i* tolerably certain that 
the United State* would exact a stiff 
price for the protection. But supposing 
that the Empire was nt war with the 
United Spate?, how then could the in¬ 
tegrity of Canada's .territory he pro- 
sorrod without the help of the British 
navy? The-very stiggeyti.ui of the pos¬ 
sibility of such a war will be regarded 
ns indecent iu certain quarters. But 
such n war occurred in 1812-14. nnd such 
a war seemed almost inevitable for n 
time itt the sixties. And again in 1890— 
ami history has a trick of repenting it¬ 
self. 

“With a British fleet in touch with the 
naval base nt Halifax, nnd another in 
touch with the naval base nt Eequimnlt, 
it would be possible for Canada t'o de¬ 
fend herself, nnd even If her transcon¬ 
tinental railways were cut in half a 
doaon places, the destruction of United 
State* commerce would in the end save 
her—as happened in the war of 1812. So 
long as the British navy held the confrol 
of the sea she would not be in great peril, 
always provided that her army was not 
merely an armed mob. But if the con¬ 
trol of the sen passed to the American 
navy she would be in n far worse posi¬ 
tion ihan that of the Southern States in 
the last years of the civil war. Bren if 
she had found a Stonewall Jackson nnd 
ft Lee and a sufficient supply of troop* 
equal to the men led by those great gen¬ 
erals, she would soon be reduced to 
creating that ‘fog pf war* which has 
iW’ver yet been able to cause the defeat 
of an army iu being. She could not pos¬ 
sibly receive reinforcements or munitions 
of war from Great Britain. 

“War between the Empire ami the 
United States i* only a possibility—but 
such possibilities must be taken into ac- 
neCount Try those who are anxious to see 
the burden of maintaining the navy 
equitably adjusted between Great Bri¬ 
tain and the colonies, all of which—with 
the exception of Canada—have accepted 
the principle applied in the grant of a 
naval contribution in money or m««n. It 
is known that two or three of Sir Wilfrid 
Lauricr’s ministers nccepf that principle, 
but they are powerless to dp anything in 
view of the state of opinion in Canada. 
It follows that every responsible spenlcer 
or writer on military matters in this 
country has .1 duty to perform—that of 
impressing on the Canadian people that 
their responsibilities are in projrorntion 
to their privileges, and that, to u?<« the 
words of tlio Toronto Globe, though In 
a wider sense, ‘self-government must be 
accompanied hy self-support.’ The pro¬ 
paganda of the Navy League is useful 
in its way. but unofficial discourses will 
never offt-ct very much. What is now 
wanted is a little plain, straightforward

17.-1710 Morning Tost, 
commenting on the military change* in 
Canada aud Canadian defence, says: 

"Some little time back the important 
question: Should the. British taxpayer 
bo charged with a portion of the coat of 
maintaining the gurrisous at Halifax and 
Hbqulmalt?—was asked nnd answered by 
the Toronto Globe, the official organ of 
the Lnurler adminLtration, in a very 
significant passage. It was pointed out 
that 'Canada will not' be one whit lea* 
loyal when tho last British soldier leaves 
the Canadian forts,' and it was suggested 
that the self-respect < f the Canadian na¬ 
tion demanded that Ciftmda should be 
solely responsible for the maintenance 
of Canadian land defence#. The prin¬ 
ciple that ’self-government must be ac¬ 
companied by self-support’ was enunci¬ 
ated sis the theoretical hash* of the prac¬ 
tical solution of these nnd all other simi¬ 
lar problems. On the face of it this 
statement seems to imply a considerable 
concession to public opinion in this coun¬ 
try, whore it is believed by every intelli¬ 
gent person that the colonies do not con¬ 
tribute their share of the cost in men 
and money of the existing scheme of Im¬ 
perial defence. 

“But n further quotation from the pa«- 
aage in question shows that the necessi¬ 
ties of imperial defence are not under- 
ftiYxxfl by tho writer, who also suggest* 
that the British taxpayer <k>e* not un¬ 
derstand *how little tho Halifax and 
Raqnhrailt garrisons have to do with the 
Dominion defences.’ There crop* up the 
old fallacy that tho defence of Canada 
would be merely a matter of land war¬ 
fare. and that the naval base* which we 
maintain on her Atlantic and Pacific 
aeatioard* nre of no value to the Do¬ 
minion. It i» folly to deny that nine In 
every ten Canadians nre still of opinion, 
deapite the energetic propaganda of the 
Naval League nnd the great object-Ies- 
*on» of military history, that Canada’s 
existence ns a commercial power of the 
first 1 magnitude nnd the safety of her 
territory can he assured without the help 
of the British navy. 

“With one exception nil Canadian 
historians ignore the fact thnt •Canada i* 
the creation of British sea-power—Que¬ 
bec could never have been won. British 
Columbia eonld never have been colon¬ 
ised in the first instance, the intervening 
territory could never have been held for 
us by tho Hudson’s Bay Company but 
for the ubiquity of its Influence—and 
are largely responsible for the existence 
of the fallacy jn question, since their 
blunders have been perpefuated in the 
school books u*cd in Canada. 

“Recently this fallacy, after the man¬ 
ner of fallacies which m«y»be defined a* 
intellectual weeds, has put forth strange 
shoots. Thera are Canadian* who be¬ 
lieve thnt In the event of n war Ik* tween 
the Empire nnd one or more of the am- 
ffitfhfafl* great' power* of the old world 
the Monroe doctrine would be applied to 
safeguard Canadian territory and that 
Os nod inn trade would be allowed to pas*

Pacific Coast Agents. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 3.—While the 
peaceful attempt nt settling tho strike 
trouble was being enacted in St. Peters¬ 
burg, anarchy was rampant iu other 
parts of the empire. In Poland a most 
serious state of affairs exists. The econ¬ 
omic aspect of the situation has been 
entirely lost sight of by the workmen, 
and "Free Poland” is now their Shibbo¬ 
leth. The revolutionary spirit is gen¬ 
eral throughout that division of the 
Czar's domain. Conflicts are raging aud 
nre of hourly occurrence. 

At Pablance a mob on Wednesday 
marched through the streets waving red 
tiags. It attempted to destroy the police 
headquarters by dynamite ex,Josions, 

| and when it failed in this, hurried to the 
aristocratic parts of town, where it 
looted the residences of tho leading dti- 
aens. 

At Plock a mob stormed tho police 
station, idiot two officers and four police¬ 
men, then marched to tho Jewish quar¬ 
ter. where it plundered many shops. 

Pultust was the scene of a pitched 
battle between gendarmes and tho popu¬ 
lace. Eighteen persons were killed aud 
28 wounded. 

At Znierz the mob plundered a num¬ 
ber of nhops and several policemen were 
wounded. 

Strikers st Lodz. Pablance and 
Znierz and the surrounding districts 
planned an assembly at six different 
points, from which they would mnrch 
against Skiemwlce and bum the Czar’s 
palace there. The troops obtained 
news of tbe plan, however, and dispersed 
tbe different columns before they had 
effected a juncture. 

Other reports of minor disturbances 
throughout the government of Poland 
were current,-too numerous to mention. 

Demolished Machinery. 

Warsaw, Feb. 3.—Warsaw m.wapn- 
pers reappeared this morning after 
eight days’ suspension of puuilcatioii. 
They are subjected to the most severe 
censorship under the orders of the min 
ister of the interior. Most of the shops 
reopened to-day. but only a few of the 
strikers returned to work

Dr. Shoop’s Restorative 


, Company ami the probable quickening of 
Esquimau harbor into the life for which 
it seemed destined by nature, recalls to 
memory a long forgotten story. Nearly 
33 years ago this little hamlet loomed 
large in the horizon—British Columbia 
had decided to throw in her lot with the 
Canadian confederation, and in the Terms 
< f Uniotk between tho crown colony ami 
the government of Canada the principal 
condition was the construction of a line 
of railway from the Atlantic to the sea¬ 
board of tbe Pacific. 

Nothing was said in the Terms of 
Union about Esqnimalt bring the term¬ 
inus, as is popularly supposed. In 1872 
tlie railway net. as a preliminary step to 
carrying out the Tennis -of Union, was 
passed by the House of Commons, aud 
the government took the power in it to 
declare by order-in-council where the 
terminus of the proposed road Should be. 
Accordingly, under that power, by an 
order-in-council of June, 1873. Esquimalt 
was declared to be the terminus. At the 
same time the Dominion government re¬ 
quested the province to make a reserva¬ 
tion of land for railway purposes, and 
the provincial government accordingly 
reserved a strip of land from Esquimalt 
to Seymour Narrows, about 180 miles in 
length by 20 miles in width. It is inter¬ 
esting to rote that the government of Sir 
John Macdonald was in power nt Ot¬ 
tawa at this time, while that of British 
Columbia was composed of non. Amor 
DeCosmos, premier; Hon. Hold. Benven, 
commissioner of lands and works; Hon. 
Anthony Wiilkem, attorney-general; Dr. 
Ash. provincial secretary, and Mr. Arm¬ 
strong. minister of finance—a resolute 
combination which fought with a single 
eye for the best interests of the prov¬ 
ince. 

For the present it is as well to pass the 
bitter fight which now commenced over 
the nonfulfillment of the Terms of 
Union on the part of Canada, and/ simply 
to note briefly for the purposes of com¬ 
parison with more modern events—tho 
vicissitudes of Esquimalt as a proposed 
railway terminus. 

As has been stated. It had been do- 
clnred to be such by tjie Macdonald gov¬ 
ernment. which, however, went out of 
power in the latter part of 1873. and tho 
government of Alex. Mackenzie came in. 
The Mackenzie government while in 
office cancelled the onler-in-coilncil 
making Esquimalt the terminus, and de¬ 
clared that it should be at Port Moody, 
notwithstanding dint there was no 
statute authorizing the substitution of 
one place for the other. Prior to this, 
(however, cargoes of oteel rails had been 
landed at Esquimalt for the construction 
of the road, where they remained to ru»t 
for many years afterwards. The Mac¬ 
donald government came into office again 
in 1878. and what they did must be in¬ 
teresting to those anxious to speculate in 
real estate at the termini of railways. 
They cancelled tire order making Port 
Moody the terminus, and declared it to 
be Esquimalt again, and supplemented 
this action with explorations iu the di¬ 
rection of Port Simpson and Dean’s 
canal. Later on, however, the Mac¬ 
donald government declared Port Moody 
the place of destiny, and this again wa« 
followed, ns nil know, by the actual es¬ 
tablishment and settlement of the much 
coveted privilege at Coal Harbor, now 
Vancouver. 

Will history repeat Itself In the caae 
of the G. T. P.? And now, after 
nil. or nearly all. the actors in the drama 
hove passed from the stage, Esquimalt 
survives the wire-pulling and deception 
ami scheming of tho politicians, and (a 
the same safe, beautiful and commodious 
haven as when it-was declared by an 
eminent authority that here "all the 
navies of the|world could find safe an¬ 
chorage.” I>et us hope Esquimalt is soon 
to come to her .own.

EXUBERANT OPTIMISM. 


When one considers the facts, is if any 
wonder that several great railway cor- 
IKtrations are anxious to establish them- 
sehres iri»oa Vancouver Island? There is 
no place in Canada, on the American 
continent, possibly not in the wholo 
world, upon which nature has been more 
lavish with her gifts t’o mankind. 

We hare here in fortuitous combina¬ 
tion every natural product that enters 
into tho industries of modern tinw«. The 
lordly salmon which sports iu our cool 
waters U physically fit.' When taken in 
o«r traps, east into the pot on the spot, 
mid delivered to consumer# ns tho “fin- 
ished product** of an industry which has 
taken a new form, he will enhance his 
reputation ami become the food of many 
additional millions of people. 

Tho timber resources of British Co- 
fainhia must become more valuable as 
the forests of neighboring states and of 
Eastern territories disapear liefore the 
too industrious axe. Three-fourths of 
tl»e wooded OvCalth British Columbia 
grows upon Vancouver Island. 

Our coal measures are the most exten¬ 
sive on the Pacific Coast, and their out¬ 
put is infinitely superior in quality to any 
that our neighbors across the way can 
place in competition with it. 

Contiguous to fhe coal fields, we are 
informed by men who claim to be in a 
position to speak with authority, there 
are illimitable quantities of iron ore. It 
bat remains for the coal ami the iron to 
be broughf together in the processes of 
manufacture, and we shall have another 
demonstration of ths “manifest destiny” 
of Vancouver Island. 

Tho prospector for precious metals is 
firmly of the opinion that the half has 
not been told of the values concealed 
within the rock-clad recesses of our ever¬ 
lasting hills. The attempts to glean from 
these rich fields have been sporadic, not 
systematic. In the one or two cases in 
which experience, science and capital 
have combined their resources the result* 
have been such as to justify the con¬ 
fidence of the optimist. , 

We have water power* capable of be¬ 
ing harnessed and of producing hundreds 
of thousands of horse power. It is per¬ 
haps not generally known that in these 
later days, notwithstanding the immense 
improvements that have been made in 
steam motors, the water engine 
furnishes power on an economic 
ecnlo which simply drives the adherents 
of steam out of business. AJ1 the rail¬ 
roads within wiring distance of Niagara 
and Shnwinignn Falls will within a few 
years be operated by electricity gener¬ 
ated by water power. That is the pre-

A short time ago llie cotton manufac¬ 
turers of Great Britain were taught a 
lesson upon the subject of being depen¬ 
dent entirely upon foreigners for their 
supplies of raw material. There was a 
shortage in the American crop and tho 
mills of I^aucashire were compelled-to 
shut down, entailing enormous financial 
losses to the factory operators and great 
distress to the operatives. At that tiino 
a careful survey of the situation was 
made, with the result that it was deter¬ 
mined to develop carefully and system¬ 
atically the colonial field* adapted to the 
growth of the prime requisite of mod¬ 
ern life. This year an abundant supply 
has 'been produced iu the United States. 
So prolific, indeed, has been the yield 
thaf some of the growers in order to 
keep up prices determined to apply tho 
torch to a certain portion of the esti¬ 
mated surplus. This unprecedented inci¬ 
dent has strengthened the resolve of tho 
British manufacturers to establish tho 
industry upon a self-sufficient basis with¬ 
in the limits of tho Empire. Hence the 
intense interest excited by a report 
which has just been published showing 
the progress that has been rnaiie in the 
work of stimulating the growth of cot¬ 
ton in the southern cokmie*. It is pointed 
out tl^at so long as America holds tho 
supply it will matiiphite prices to its own 
advantage, and the only hope of averting 
these fluctuations, which arc" fatal to 
sound business, and of securing the sta¬ 
bility of prices at n remunerative level, 
which is the ideal of the productive in¬ 
dustry, is iu the <q>euing ouf of new 
fields for cotton growing, and the de- 
i struct ion or the limitation of the Aiueri- 
i can monopoly. The wild proposal to burn 

■ two million bales of raw cotton so that 
prices for the remainder might - be raised 

J is a fair indication of tho American at- 
j titude towards the market. 

It must always be remembered that 
J though the world’s supply of cotton is In- 
creasing. t"he demand for it is growing 
at a still greater rate. The world’s in- 
[ crease, in the consumption of raw cotton 
| »* estimated nt 500,000 million bales a 
* year, and therefore ton years lienee 
5,000.000 hales—possibly even 0,000,000 
—will be required in excess of the pres¬ 
ent demand. New markets for cotton 
manufactures are being opened out, and 
the old markets need enlarged contribu¬ 
tions. It is unlikely that America, .which 
new produces three-quarters of the total 
crop, can so exfend its production that 
it can meet a demand so greatly in¬ 
creased; And in any eTent it would be 
dangerous to permit it to retain its 
present dominating position. 

The necessity for tho British cofton- 
growing movement was never therefore 
more apparent than it is now. Many of 
the vast tracts of land under the British 
flag can produce large quantities of mer¬ 
chantable cotton. Whatever the pro¬ 
duction may be k will be needed in the 
years to conic; and it will help to red] 
the balance of supply and to take from 
the hand* of one country, which i* a 
keen manufacturing rival, tho power to 
operate speculatively in the markets. 

ith cotton in excess of demand specu¬ 
lators are paralyzed; even in times of 
ample supply their power to raise 
price* ia but slight. 

tt is therefore encouraging to find 
that the leaders of the cotton-growing 
i movement are now more than ever wide- 
i ly awake to the importance of pressing 
forward and carrying their plans into 
j practice. The fact* which have just 
transpired have quickened their percep¬ 
tion and concentrated their energies; 
1 they realise, as Mr. Alfred Emmott, M. 
; P., has said, thaj to relax their effort* 
! now w'oukl be foolish and improvident 
j to the last degree. The results of the 
I work already done justify a very hope- 

■ ful feeling. The report of the British 
I Got ton Growing Association for the 
I year ending in August last, prior to its 

incorporation, shows that in the West 
j Indies—whence tho greater part of our 
raw cotton was obtained during tho 
youth of the industry—the cotton area 
has been rapidly developed. It is esti¬ 
mated that tho new crop will amount to 
two and a half times fliat of the previous 
season, or about 5,000 bales, worth 
£100,000. 

In West Africa excellent work has 
been done. Two years ago the exports 
from Lagos did not exceed 250 bales, last 
year 2,000 bah** were exported, but from. 
6,000 to 10,000 bales are expected in the 
coming season, worth £100,000. The as¬ 
sociation has only expended £18,704 on 
its work, yet last season’s growth of cot¬ 
ton under H* auspice* was worth £100,- 
000, and that of the coming season will 
be worth a quarter of a million. The In¬ 
dian crop—one-fifth of the world’s sup¬ 
ply—ha* deteriorated owing to bad farm¬ 
ing and careless use of seed, buf the gov¬ 
ernment is taking step* to improve the 
cultivation and the development of the 
Indian supply may be expected. In short, 
the reports from all the important cot¬ 
ton-growing regions of the Empire are 
roost favorable; and in Lancashire tho 
worfc of the association is being imp- 
ported with growing zeal and increased 
financial contribution*.

1ms been made necessary by the decision 
of the Privy Council which nffirmod the 
right of the Beil Telephtffie Company to 
erect their poles without the consent of 
the municipal authorities. That tho 
municipal councils should hare absolute 
control iff the streets is a fundamental 
principle that no charter should override. 
This ia a question tiiat affect* every 
municipality in Canada, and they should 
bring their united influence to bear on 
the Federal government to have tho law 
amended.

SHIPPING OF SEAMEN. 


Bill I In* Heist Introduced in Dominion 
House Providing for Several 
« Changes. 


A tidegram - front Ottawa to the Times 
to-day state* that Hon. R. Prefoutnine 
haa given notice of a bill which wrii! be 
introduced into the Dominion House of 
Commons doing away with many of the 
causes of cotnplaiut in the Shipping Mas¬ 
ters Act. The hill provides for at>oli«h- 
iug the 50 cent fee charged by the ship¬ 
ping master and aim* to place British 
Columbia port* on a tiMm»*cquiLabie basis 
with port* on the American side. The 
50 rent fee I* payable upon each engage¬ 
ment of a seaman effected before a ship¬ 
ping inanter or depnt.v shipping master, 
but it is not the main grievance of the 
British Columbia shipping men. The 
most objectionable clause in the act as it 
stands at present ia that "No itcrson 
other than the shipping master or deputy 
shipping umiter shall hire, engnge, sup¬ 
ply or provide a sen man to W entered 
o#i board any ship, not licing a Canadian 
home trade ship, or ship in the merchant 
service of any foreign country." 

Tho Exqiiimalt Liberal Association 
some time ago took up the question of 
the change* desirable in the act and for¬ 
warded to Ottawa a copy of a lengthy 
resolution dealing with the whole matter 
and showing conclusively how kK*al ship¬ 
ping regulations practically prohibited a 
crew being shipped here and how it was 
necessary for so many ships to secure 
their crews on Puget Sound. It would 
appear from the above that the memorial 
addressed to the government has met 
with immediate consideration.

Tli® last issue of the Canadian Mili¬ 
tary Gazette contains an interesting ac¬ 
count of nn address delivered by Captain 
Hunter,. <>f the York Hangers, on “Con¬ 
densed Militarism in 'Canada,” before 
the Empire Club of Toronto. Captain 
Hunter.,who is a brother of Chief Justice 
Hunter, of this eity, is described by the 
journal mentioned as “the greatest 
humorist in Canada.” Continuing it says: 

hat a saving thing is humor any¬ 
way. Cnpt. Hunter in his speech touch¬ 
ed nit idly well-kurwu grievances after, 
nil. but he clothed his points so delight¬ 
fully with flashes of wit, touches of irony 
nnd pieces of sarcasm that those who 
heard went away to remember forever. 
One of his main (minis was that in view 
of the misernble^xpenditusp in time nnd 
money devoted to the Canadian, militia 
any of either that was wasted was just 
so much more of a loss. And then he 
proceeded to show wherein time was 
wasted. He spoke of y the ‘sword'—but 
why try to paraphrase his utterance, it 
suffers by Anything less than verbatim 
treatment. In part he said as follows: 
‘Now in the Imperial nnny this sword 
business does no great harm. The Eng¬ 
lish officer has nn abundance of loose 
time on his hands, nnd he might just 
ns well be putting In his hours learning 
sword tneks as playing polo or bacarat 
or other games of skill. To a German 
officer a sword would even be n con¬ 
venience—for running through civilians. 
But to a Canadian militia officer this 
$10 piece of stage cutlery is a grotesque 
nuisance. It requires quite a few hours 
of training before an officer can learn the 
correct ways of drawing, carrying, slop¬ 
ing. saluting with and returning that 
very awkward and obstinate thing a 
sword. He never gets the distance of 
learning to fence with it. The same 
number of hours would enable a compe¬ 
tent lecturer—some oik* who had taken 
part in a recent war—to teach officers 
how the men were formed up and pro¬ 
ceeded in such and' such a battle; how 
they posted an outpost on such nnd such 
an occasion; how they occupied such nnd 
such a position on some day when they 
l»cnt off the enemy; aud what was wrong 
on tb.» day when the enemy wasn't beaten 
off; in fine, impart that knowledge which 
In active service would save the lives of 
the boys entrusted to their care.’ 

“Could there be a happier blending of 
fun nnd sound sense than in the sample 
paragraph wo have just given? The lec¬ 
ture abounds in muh gems. We can¬ 
not refrain from giving one more. That 
on the sword is to illustrate the waste 
of our limited time; this on the uniform 
i* given to show the waste of our money. 
'Nearly all the money spent on uniforms 
in.Canada seems to Ik* deliberately spent 
with n view to making nn enemy feel like 
an infanticide-if he shot so easy a mark. 
After war broke out it would take at 
least a m<*Hh to put service uniforms on 
100.000 Canadian militia, and by that 
time the hallo's would have been count-

In view of the withdrawal of the Oak 
Bay signatories from the petition pray¬ 
ing for the incotporatlon of Victoria and 
South Saanich district# into a municipal¬ 
ity, it has been found necessary to re¬ 
commence the work. The Oak Bay peo¬ 
ple withdrew liceause of the distinction 
between their property and that of the 
other section*, tin* former Wing regarded 
as suburban and the latter as rural.. 
Committees are now busy getting signa¬ 
tures, and it is expected tbat the petition' 
will. lie presented before long. 

The object of the movement is the re¬ 
duction of taxation. The fanners of the 
district are contributing to the provincial 
treasury through the various channels 
of taxes more than they can stand, and 
by incorporation into n municipality they 
anticipate a much needed relief. Last 
year, including the Oak Bay subdivision, 
they contributed $20,000’, while they re¬ 
ceived about half in the shape of school 
maintenance and mail construction. By 
becoming a municipality they expect to 
derive a revenue of about $20,000, and 
theiV expenses will amount fo about half 
of thin sum. so a material reduction in 
the rates Will lie possible. It is alto¬ 
gether likely that other unorganized dis¬ 
tricts of the province will follow their 
example.

Olympin, Feb. 3.—Senator Baker's 
bill providing for removing the enpital 
to Tacoma passed tho senate yesterday 
by a vote of 20 to 12. 

During the reading of th© bill Senator 
Palmer proposed an amendment making 
if a condition -precedent to removal that 
Pierce county make a donation to the 
.•date •‘qua! in value to the money spent 
on the capital in Thurston county. 
Senator Davis, of Tacoma, said that 
four year* aco Pierce county had offered 
to give Wright park, Tacoma, to the 
state. 

“It is wo-th $500,000,” said the sena¬ 
tor, “and I am gd vised by the mayor 
that four year* ago the deed* were all 
prepared and that fhere is no question 
the donation will b© made if the capital 
is removed.”

more on well-baJanced plans than on ten¬ 
acity and driving power. 

As his name Indicates, he is of Dutch 
extraction. Born nt Tlfli* on Jiuie 29th. 
1849. he hegan his Active career, after 
graduating at Novorossisk University in 
mathematical «cienc*f. as an under offi¬ 
cial or clerk in the railway service. Dur¬ 
ing the Rnusn-Turklsh war he reeeivt-l 
an important is.st on the southwestern 
! rnBwayi* of Russia, and at the nge of 30 
, became head of a department. He took 
part in the work of the railway commis¬ 
sion under Count Bnrnnoff. wrote a rol- 
I time of Us transactions, and was en trust- 
' e*l with the task of preparing the 
I statutes governing Russian railways. His 
' success it* this matter procured him, in 
188F». the directorship of the south¬ 
western railways. Two years later came 
the vital advance of his life, when he 
was appointed head of the railway de¬ 
partment of the ministry of finance.

Fifty years ago (October 23rd) tbe 
“Noble Six Hundred” Charged a Rus¬ 
sian army. At least that is exactly 
what the charge of the Light Brigade 
amounts to ns a military operation. That 
the splcudid men who carried it out cut 
their way through and back again simply 
affords another glorious proof of the 
truth of Soult’s remark at Albuhera, 
“There is no beating these troops, in 
splto of their generals!” 

Weapons were perhaps . less deadly 
then than now. You could not so easily 
kill your enemy at seven or eight miles 
without his having the least Idea whence 
the blow came. Yet hov,* a single man 
escaped still seem* inexplicable, as one 
recalls that awful day. 

The Jaws of Death. 

Here is the valley of Balaclava. At 
the lower end is a Russian battery of 12 
guns, well supported by dense masses of 
infantry and cavalry, with the high 
ground on either side also in the enemy's 
holding. 

A mile and a quarter away is the 
Light Brigade, of squadrons from five 
regiments, some six or seven hundred 
strong. And to them comes the order 
to charge straight down that valley, 
literally between two walls of fire, and 
| in the teeth of a murderous cannonade.
